A Christinn Womnn Tortured by Chinese.

A Catholic paper in England gives the (ollowwg ac-
connt of an incident which It says recently oceunrrad
a1 Canton:—*"A native Christian womnu, mucl re-
spectediby the Christians and by the pagans who were
acquainted with her, has devoted herself for 20 years
to Lhe rescuing and baptizing Infants abundoned by
their parents. At the beginning of Jaly ahe was
artested on the charge of practising sorcery apon
youpg children, and of taking out thelr eyes, the
marrow of thele bonee, and even thelr souls, with a
view to the preparation of magical remedies. She
was several times put Lo the question, anid savagely
beaten on the face with leathern straps to indace
her to confess het guilt., In the midst of her
tortares, however, she malntained the greatest
conrpge and constaucy in confessiog the faith,
She was condenined to ddeath, and It was feared
that the sentence wonld be mmediately exeeuted,
Upon this M, Gerardin, the resident missionary, sue-
ceeded In obtainikg entrauce o the prison, heard
her confession, and administered to “-,-r the Ioly
Vigtieum ; while the Bishop, Mgr. Guillemin, left no
means untried to obtain o respite, This was grantedl,
andl the Vieeroy sprend a report that the canse woulid
be carrled by appeal to Pekin,  But in the meantime
the populace were excited to fresh violence, and the
mandarins subjected the accused to fresh examina-
tions, forcing her to remain for many hours kneeling
upon fron chiins, Al of a sudden, however, th
victim of persecution was set at Hberty and receivel
with publie demonstrativns of joy by the Christiaa
part of the population™

A Morder nt n Wedding.
At a woedding In Texas, ( ctober 21, a man and a
young woman were murders (. The story 18 told by
a local paper:—'"On Thmsday night, while a party
wis nasembled at the residence of Mr, Hargreave, in
Reed's prairie, Grimes county, to attend the mar-
riage of Mr. Hargreave's daughter, and a few mo-
ments after the ceremony had been performed, a
company of soldiers, in pursult of some one supposed
to be there, surrounded the house and demanded jta
surrender, Mr, Hargreave offered to surrender the
house and every one lu it and weut out to the cap-
taln of the squad.  The veport (s that while Mr, Har-
reave was out i pistol in the hands of a young man
1 the house went off pecidentally. The soldiers in
the house immedintely opened fire. A Miss IRussell
had just stepped upon a gailery, when she was hit
in the head with a minie ball sud o the leg with a
buckshot, and instantly killed, A Mr, Fowler was
algo killed, Rolln Pearce aml Mre. Aatery were
wounded. With the first shot the geuntlemen in the
house started every one to lie down fat apon the
floor, Bat for this many more lives would have beaen
lost, The groom and several otliers were arcested
and carried ofn”

Chinese Suspenslon Bridges.

The construction of guspension bridges has beoen
thought a slgnal achievement by the Western nn-
tions, but in Ching they ure of greut antiguity, and
muny still exist. They are made of fron chains, and
their mode of construction resembies In the main
that used in the Western countries. They are, how-
ever, generally confingd to mountalpons regions,
and span rivers whose navigation IS interrapted.
There 18 one over a river in the Yuunan Province
that is snid te have been first built by one
furnous Chu-koh-liang more than two thoosand
years since, and there 18 a gocond and much larger
one in the }i welchow province, spauning the River
Pel.  This latter was bullt during the Ming dynasty.
It conslats of many chains stretehed across the river
and fastened tirmly in the stone on either bank ;
from natural elevations above other clinins depend,
and are made fast to the span; and there are also
chaing fastened to it from below, the object being (o
make the bridge as firm a8 possinle, A plank floor
18 ladd on this bed of chains; it I8 repaired at regalar
intervals of from three to five vears at the imperial
expense. The span of this bridge is sald to be seve-
ral hundred feet,

A Boy's Herolsin.

halioed and ran suway, ‘The boy thinks he hit his
mnn & centre shot. The Nitle fellow 18 only eleven
years old, and his mother was at Koight's Landing
trading. Mr. Prather is at present in the East, The
Loy degeryes credit for his heroism.
